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An Important Railroad Decision. 


_ Des Mornes, Iowa, October 25. 
In the Circuit Court yesterday Judge 
McCrary rendered an important decis- 


se ion upon the question of the right of a 


State to regulate inter-State commerce. 
The case arose out of a suit against the 
Illinois: Central to recover damages 
for overcharges upon freight shipped 
over the company’s road from points 
in Iowa to points in Wisconsin, and 
originated under the tariff law of 1874, 
now repealed. Judge McOrary held, 
in the course of a very able opinion, 
that if the Act in question applied to 
through shipments, it related te a 
subject which, in its nature, was 
national, and that if the power of the 
State to pass such an Act were con- 
ceded it would negessarily include the 
power to discriminate against the com- 
merce of other States, and for these 
reasons such statute would be in vio- 
lation of the Federal Constitution. It 
is not within the power of che State, 
upon an inter-State line, to fix the 
charges to be paid within its territory, 
for that would in effect give it the 
power to demand more than its rea- 
sonable share for the entire distance. 
It would be giving the statutes ofa 
State extra territorial force. 


A Colored Preacher Protests. 
Cuicaao, October 24 

A well attended meeting of colored 
citizens was held to-night for the pur- 
pose of protesting against the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court on the 
civil rights bill. A number of speeches 
were made. One which met the most 
favorable reception, was delivered by 
W. F. Polk, pastor of the church in 
which the meeting was held. He said 
in the course of his remarks: “The 
decision is an insult to the race, I 
always have been a good Republican 
but now I believe that we should give 
our allegiance to that party which will 
give us our rights, even if it runs the 
devil’s ticket, or Ben. Butler.“

statutes, which forbids any letter or 
circular concerning lotteries, from be- 
ing carried in the mails. The penalty 
for violating this Act is a fine of not 
more than 5500 nor less than $100, 
with cost of prosecution.

A Large Hole in the Restriction Aet 
San F'Rancisco, October 24. 

Additional instances of frauds per- 
petrated by the Chinese Government 
officials to evade the restriction act, 
have been brought to light to-day. 
The steamer Rio Janeiro, which ar- 
rived on the 113th, brought 77 China- 
men holding “traders” certificates, 
issued tothem by the Chinese Goy- 
ernment, which, under the treaty, 
entitled them to land in the United 
States. In the majority of cases it 
was evident the holders of these cer- 
tificates were nothing but common 
laborers, but the Custom Inspectors 
said they were bound to recognize 
the Chinese Guvernment certificates, 
so with the exception of five, all 
came ashore. 

The City of Tokio, which arrived yes- 
terday, brings 111 more Chinamen, all 
holding similar Chinese Government 
trader“ certificates. They are ques- 
tioned as to their occupation before 
being landed, but so long as they stick 
to the assertion that they are “‘traders’’ 
the authorities havé no help for it but 
to let them land. By their answers it 
is apparent that most of them have 
‘been “coached” as to what they must 
reply. Occasionally, as in the case of 
two actors to-day, they let something 
slip which condemns them, Among

Lively Skirmish. 
TOMBSTONE, October 25. 

From W. A. Stuart; who returned 
from his ranch in the Swisshelms, last 
night, the following news was gleaned : 

Four days ago en attack was made, 
and the Indians routed with consider- 
able slaughter; that troops had been 
stationed to prevent the retreat of the 
savages into the Sierra Madres, and 
they fled towards Arizona, closely fol- 
lowed by the Mexicans, who overtook 
them at the extreme ond of the 
Swisshelms, where a running fight 


defeated. The commander of the troope 
stated, were his soldiers not completely 
worn out by fighting and foiced 
marches, he would have driven them 
on to the San Carlos rerervation him 
self. Several dead savages were found 
but the total loss had not been . ascer- 
tained at the time Stuart left the Mex- 
ican camp. The Indians whom Stuart 
saw en route north were poorly clad, 
and fully one third of them without 
arms. Mr, Stuart’s ranch is located 
about five miles from Silver Creek, 
celebrated as the square camp made 
by Crook after his inglorious retreat 
from the Sierra Madres.

GENERAL RAL NOTES. 


Last Monday mo morning, . six 
o'clock, on the south side of the 
Merced river, below Merced Falls,

A freight ‘war is progressing be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Denver 
and Rio Grande from the Missouri 
river to Salt Lake. The latter road 
was the first to cut rates, dropping to 
fifty cents on all classes of freight, 
The Union Pacific met it and dropped 
to twenty-five cents per 100 pounds. 
The cat will probably not last long. 
and Salt Lake merchants are making 
the most of it. 


The Commissioner of Railroads in 
his annual report mentions that the 
freight and passenger business of the 
Central Pacifie railroad are increasing, 
in spite of the rivalry of the Southern 
Pacific. This was known before, but 
it is a striking fact showing how busi- 
ness increases with the increase of 
facilities. It was a quite general belief 
when the Southern Pacific opened for 
business, two years ago, that the Cen- 
tral would suffer severely, but it has 
not been the case; and now, with two 
more routes, the Northern Pacific and 
the Atlantic and Pacific, the increase is 
likely to go On still more rapidly. It is 
the first law of the existence of railroads 


that bowever numerous they become, 


they must all find something to do. No 
railroad can be entirely shut out of 
business by its stronger rivals, and a 
bankrupt railroad is the most formida- 

le competitor of all, as has been 
proved by the experience of the Eastern 
seaboard roads. S. F. Alta. 


Secretary Folger is awake to the 
need for econemy and will recom- 
mend Congress to reduce tue number 
of custome district, by a series of 
consolidations, from 150 to 69, or by 
one more than half of the total nam- 
ber. That half of all the customs 
districts in the coantry are declared 
by the Secretary of the Treasury tu 
be useless shows to what an extent 
the abuse has run and what an 
amount of public money has been 
eaten up in paying salaries to need- 
less officials. By wiping out half the 
custows districts, leaving only those 
which are necessary, the namber of

Professor Davideon has communicated 
to the California Academy of Sciences 
he time of commencement and the first 
point of contact of the annual éclipse of 
the sun, which occurs on the 30th in- 
stant, and which will be partial on the 
Pacific Coast from Point Barrowin the 
Arctic Ocean to Mauzanilla in Me rico. 
The first phase only of the eclipse is 
visible in San Francisco, and has been 
calculated for the position of the David- 
son Observatory by C. B. Hill, and 
checked by a second computer. 

The local mean time of the first con- 
tact of the moon’s limb with that of the 
sun is October 30th 3 hrs., 46 mins. 2. 
M. at a point on thesun’slimb 203 degs. 
43 mins. from the vertex reckoned round 
by the east; or nearly one-fourth of a 


‘} qnadrant to the right of the lowest part 


of the limb. The angle of position 
from the north point, for which the 
setting is made with an equatorial in- 
instrament, is 248 dega. 59 mins. 

The appproximate time of duration 
for San Francisco would be 2 hrs. 27 


about 6 brs. 15 mins. P. M., orone and 
a quarter hours after sunset. At the 

time of greatest obscuration the limb of 
the moon will have advanced upon the 
sun's disc more than 0.45 of ita diam- 
eter, and thus obscure very nearly one- 
third of the sun’s surface. 

The path of the annal eclipse begins 
on the eastern coast of Asia, crosses 
Japan, and traverses’ the Pacfic Ocean, 
reaching its southern limit in latititude 
160 degrees north and longitude 150 de- 
grees west from Greenwich; and pass- 
ing about nine degrees south of the 
Hawaiian Islands. At Honolulu the 
eclipse will commence half hour 
after noon and by twe o'clock nearly 
nine-tenths of the sun’s surface will be 
ebscored..

The annular eclipses of 1854 and 1876 
were visible in- the United States, the 
former at the Siraits of Fuca on this 
coast. The annulat eclipse of March 
16, 1895, will be visible in the United 
States. The path of the annular phase 
will then pass through Humboldt, 
Trinidad, Siskiyou and the Shasta coun- 
ties,Ciiforaia, but as the apparent 
diameters of the two discs are much 
closer than at the present eclipse, the 
annulus will last only two minutes of 
time.
